Alternate Election Options Raised Seventh Festival of the Song 


At Overflow City Worksession 


As the crowd was gathering 
at the Greenbelt City Council 
worksession on Monday, June 30, 
I estimated that some 100 people 
were occupying chairs inside the 
room -— and another 25 or so 
were sitting on the floor. Clearly 
the meeting, with representatives 
of the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU), National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Colored People (NAACP) and 
Fair Vote, held very great interest 
for Greenbelt citizens. 

Deborah Jeon spoke for the 
Prince George’s County chapter 
of the ACLU, June White Dil- 
lard represented the NAACP and 
Amy Ngai was the spokesperson 
for Fair Vote. All three recom- 
mended changes in the voting 
system of Greenbelt. The three 
visitors and five councilmembers 
were seated around the large 
work table at the front of the 
room. 

Jeon began by passing out a 
chart detailing voting figures for 
Greenbelt in the 2007 municipal 
election, the 2006 general elec- 
tion for state representatives and 
the 2004 general election for 
representatives at the national

level. For the first election, the 
number of voters from Springhill 
Lake was significantly lower than 
those from the other three voting 
precincts — 39 as compared with 
the Community Center’s 724, 
Greenbelt Elementary School’s 
630 and Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School’s 505. 

In 2006 the Springhill Lake 
precinct reported 443 voters as 
compared with over 1,000 in each 
of the other three districts. Only 
in the 2004 general election were 
figures more comparable — 1,218 
for Springhill Lake; 1,545 for 
Greenbelt Elementary; 1,851 for 
Greenbelt Community Center; 
and the significantly greater 3,016 
for the Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School precinct. 

Jeon suggested that municipal 
elections might take place along 
with the partisan elections every 
other year, rather than in the sep- 
arate elections of alternate years 
as at present, in this way insur- 
ing a larger turnout for the vote 
for city officials — especially in 
Springhill Lake. She recognized 
the large population in Springhill 
Lake of non-citizens who, of 
course, cannot vote. 


NAACP Suggestion 

Dillard, who is president of 
the Prince George’s County chap- 
ter of the NAACP, described the 
work of her organization in as- 
suring that county voters could 
again choose their representatives 
to the Prince George’s County 
Board of Education. In recent 
years members of the board had 
been appointed by the governor 
and the county executive. That 
bill was established to sunset 
in December 2006. Since then, 
with the governor’s signature, 
Prince George’s County reverted 
to an electoral system to choose 
all members of the Board of Edu- 
cation. The only way representa- 
tives to the school board could 
be elected, Dillard said, was in 
partisan elections from election 
districts. Running at-large would 
be enormously difficult, she said. 

Mayor Judith Davis wondered 
how the ACLU suggestion of 
single-member elections by dis- 
tricts for the city council would 
help to accomplish that organi- 
zations’s goal of helping minor- 
ity candidates to run and win in

Residents Comment on NAACP, 
ACLU, Fair Vote Presentations 


After presentations by Deborah 
Jeon of the ACLU, June Dillard 
of the NAACP and Amy Ngai of 
Maryland Fair Vote, at the June 
30 council worksession, citizens 
of Greenbelt took advantage of 
their first opportunity to address 
the concerns raised by Jeon’s 
February 28 letter condemning 
Greenbelt’s at-large municipal 
election system and threaten- 
ing litigation in the absence of 
reform. 

The public seats in the coun- 
cil’s chambers were nearly full 
20 minutes before the meeting’s 
7 p.m. starting time and people 
continued to file into the meeting 
room. People crowded around 
the doors waiting to sign up to 
speak. When the meeting began 
Mayor Judith Davis informed the 
public that a television set down- 
stairs in the Municipal Building 
was available to accommodate 
the overflow crowd. She also 
instructed members of the public 
to refrain from applause dur- 
ing presentations and asked that 
everyone engage in respectful 
dialogue. 

In all, nearly 30 citizens ex- 
pressed a variety of opinions 
on the issues of diversity and 
representation on Greenbelt’s 
council and the election system 
by which that body is chosen.

During over two hours’ worth of 
comments, many speakers praised 
Greenbelt’s civic spirit, connect- 
ing this spirit with a willingness 
to explore alternative systems. 
The same speakers, however, also 
often said they felt “offended” by 
the actions of the NAACP and 
the ACLU. 

Local resident and Green- 
belters listserv moderator Andy 
Carruthers was the first to step to 
the microphone placed in front 
of the table where council, Jeon, 
Ngai and, for the first part of the 
meeting, Dillard sat. Carruthers 
began on a confrontational note, 
asking “if there is a Department 
of Justice representative in the 
room, please raise your hand.” 

When told by Davis that this 
was not appropriate, Carruthers 
spoke of the importance of open 
dialogue and the “chilling ef- 
fects” of the “bad faith” actions 
of the NAACP and the ACLU. 
He complained that the “first 
invitation to discuss reform came 
packaged with a threat for a 
lawsuit.” He asked for a pledge 
from both groups not to use “citi- 
zen statements” in legal proceed- 
ings against the city. Robert 
Manzi, the city’s own legal coun- 
sel, said that “as an attorney” he 
himself would not make such a 
pledge. Dillard, of the NAACP, 


followed suit and said simply that 
“free speech is a very important 
thing . . . and we would like to 
hear from you.” Jeon, however, 
agreed to Carruthers’ pledge, 
stating that the ACLU would 
not use any public comments in 
proceedings against the City of 
Greenbelt. 

David Lange, the second 
speaker, stated that he was a 
member of both the ACLU and 
the NAACP. He raised three 
questions based on the discrepan- 
cy between the general population 
numbers in each of the proposed 
districts and those of registered 
voters. 

Finally, he wondered what ef- 
fect the proposed districts would 
have on the system whereby 
Greenbelt selects its mayor from 
among the council candidates, tra- 
ditionally choosing as mayor the 
council candidate with the most 
votes and naming the runner up 
the mayor pro-tem. Lange asked 
Ngai of Fair Vote how her orga- 
nization would answer this. Ngai 
reported that her organization 
did not support single member 
districts. Lange asked “Are you 
three going to reach a consen- 
sus?” earning a laugh from all. 

In response to his initial

On Saturday, July 12 the New 
Deal Café will present the sev- 
enth annual Festival of the Song 
in Roosevelt Center from 11:30 
a.m. to 9:45 p.m. This free, 
outdoor concert features local 
songwriter musicians working in 
a variety of styles. 

The program begins with Me- 
lissa Sites at 11:30 a.m. with a 
special performance for children. 
A Greenbelt singer and music 
teacher Sites, originally from 
West Virginia, sings in many 
styles but especially loves Old 
Time and ballad singing. She 
will perform songs that tell a sto- 
ry and share some of the stories 
behind our heritage of American 
folk songs. 

Richard McMullin begins the 
afternoon program at 1 p.m. with 
his storyteller’s approach and 
folk-inflected sound, followed 
by Baltimore artist Sahffi, whose 
style is a spontaneous blend of 
rock, folk and blues, stemming 


from her early love of classical 
music. 

Sahffi, now at work on her 
second album, has been acclaimed 
as a “talented, melodious trapeze 
artist” whose “powerful voice 
propels her across the stage” 
(Paul Iwancio, president, Balti- 
more Songwriters Association). 
Greenbelter Geff King follows at 
3 p.m., followed by Acacia Sears 
at 4 p.m., and by Syl Smith at 
5 p.m. Syl, whose rhythmical 
approach could be compared to 
Dave Mathews, is currently work- 
ing on his first CD. 

Peter Reppert, new Greenbelt 
resident and member of Magic 
Ray Jazz, performs at 6 p.m., 
followed at 7 p.m. by Ali Ko- 
Zlowski, who honed her song- 
writing skills in Nashville music 
school. The evening continues 
with Mathew and Michael Pol- 
onchak, twin brothers who hail

Greener Greenbelt Charrette 
Slide Shows Available at GHI

The great array of ideas and 
designs generated at the Greener 
Greenbelt Initiative’s 2007 char- 
rette, which aimed to preserve 
and improve Historic Greenbelt, 
are now available to the public 
in five slide shows at www.green- 
ergreenbelt.org. They can also 
be seen at the Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. (GHI) administrative building 
during business hours. Green- 
belters are encouraged to review 
the shows and offer feedback for 
community workshops to be held 
this fall. 

The first show gives back- 
ground and context; the others 
offer an illustrated summary of 
the charrette’s main discussion 
groups: a) GHI dwelling units, 
residential buildings and grounds; 
b) Roosevelt Center; c) the His- 
toric Greenbelt town; and d) the 
Greater Greenbelt region. 


Begun in 2006, the Greener 
Greenbelt Initiative is a part- 
nership between GHI and the 
Potomac Valley Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects 
(AIA-PV). GHI’s participation 
has been coordinated by a Green 
Ribbon Task Force. 

The charrette was held last 
September 28 to 30 at Greenbelt 
Elementary School. Many of the 
nearly 400 people present shared 
their ideas and helped to create 
drawings with the aid of profes- 
sionals and students. Four focus 
groups looked at the fundamental 
values of the Greenbelt commu- 
nity that shaped the charrette: liv- 
ability, affordability, preservation 
and sustainability. For details see 
the slide shows or a GHI brochure 
at its administration building.

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Traffic Woes Revisited 


This morning I had a very 


frightening experience. I was 
approaching the Greenhill cross- 
walk at 8 a.m. to cross for my 
daily walk around the lake. A 
car was coming from the Old 
Greenbelt direction at a modest 
pace and another, a smallish gray 
sedan from the Kenilworth direc- 
tion (at least twice the distance 
away as the first car). This car 
seemed much too far away to pay 
attention to. The first car easily 
allowed me to cross (at my usual 
brisk pace). Then, to my horror, 
the gray car was suddenly bear- 
ing down on me at an unusually 
high speed — indeed, if anything, 
it seemed to be accelerating. I 
started to run and the gray car 
whizzed by, barely missing me. 
There was absolutely no slowing 
down whatsoever. The car from 
the opposite Greenbelt direction 
stopped at the crosswalk and its 
youngish male driver sympatheti- 
cally commiserated with me on 
my very close encounter. He 
even remarked something like 
“he must have been going over 
50 miles an hour.” 

I was still shaking when I 
completed my walk around the 
lake and crossed at the St. Hugh’s 
crosswalk without incident. While 
in my experience 85 percent of 
drivers in that area are law-abid- 
ing, kind and considerate, the 
remaining 10 to 15 percent must 
consider it their absolute right to 
drive as fast as they want, regard- 
less of any speed limits or persons 
in crosswalks that they encounter. 

I have reluctantly (as a driver 
myself) come to the conclusion 
that there should minimally be ei- 
ther a stop sign at that Greenhill 
crosswalk or a speed camera with 
legal teeth. 

Perhaps the driver of the car 
coming from Greenbelt will come 
forward and give us his more 
objective assessment of what he 
witnessed. 

I’m beginning to think that my 
days are numbered.

Next Steps 

In the fall the task force will 
begin holding public workshops 
at GHI. For the rest of 2008 and 
through 2009 the task force will 
examine all the material generated 
by Initiative activities as well as 
important issues facing GHI as a 
co-op. The GHI board will then 
be given a report on ideas to be 
considered in the near future and 
others for further exploration over 
the next 30 years. 

Implementing the plan will 
likely change GHI’s capital and 
Operating expense priorities. The 
GHI board and staff will collabo- 
rate with the City of Greenbelt 
and Prince George’s County on 
implementing the recommenda- 
tions that involve those jurisdic- 
tions. In the meantime residents 
can share ideas by emailing ei- 
ther greenribbon@ghi.coop or 
by sending or dropping off com- 
ments to the GHI office on Ham- 
ilton Place.

“Conspicuity — cyclists are 
three times more likely to 
experience a serious car/bike 
crash during nighttime hours. 
Low light affects the vision 
of drivers and cyclists; mo- 
torists don’t expect cyclists 
to ride at night and there 
are an increased number of 
intoxicated motorists on the 
road. In approximately 60 
percent of all car/bike crashes 
the motorists failed to see the 
bicyclist, yet nearly 100 per- 
cent of the bicyclists struck 
assumed they were seen by 
the motorist. Wearing white 
is not enough; red reflectors 
alone don’t provided enough 
information to motorists. 

“Conspicuity is the key. 
Fluorescent, high contrast, 
retro-reflective material and 
active lights can be used on 
a bike frame or on clothing 
to create a “signature” or 
recognizable shape motorists 
can react to sooner keeping 
cyclists safer.

GED II is held from 1 to 3 
p.m. and is for students who have 
successfully completed GED I 
and/or are ready to learn algebra 
and geometry, English literature 
and writing skills and prepare to 
take the GED test. 

GED classes are held every 
Tuesday and Thursday for 10 
weeks in the Municipal Building 
Conference Room at 25 Crescent 
Road. 

Students are required to show 
proof of residency (1.e., current 
lease, phone or electric bill, 
driver’s license or Motor Vehicle 
ID card). 

There is no charge for 
Greenbelt residents. Non- 
Greenbelt residents must pay 
a registration fee. All students 
must buy a copy of the GED 
textbook and calculator. Both 
can be purchased from Green- 
belt CARES. 

Students do not have to be 
16 years old to take the GED 
course. Students are eligible to 
take a free GED pre-test given 
at Greenbelt CARES. The actual

Greenbelt. 

Jeon responded that ACLU 
history shows that having smaller 
districts “‘assists minorities to run 
and win.” This system insures a 
better geographic representation, 
she said. Combinations of district 
and at-large candidacies are also 
possible, she added. 

Concerning the ACLU sug- 
gestion of merging the municipal 
with the partisan state and na- 
tional elections, councilmember 
Leta Mach suggested that “local 
issues would get lost” in such a 
process. 

Fair Vote Proposal 

Ngai introduced a wholly dif- 
ferent suggestion in describing 
the central interest of Fair Vote, a 
relatively new national organiza- 
tion based in Takoma Park. This 
would be to adopt “Choice Vot- 
ing,” in which individual voters 
can rank candidates in order of 
preference. 

A second system, Ngai said, is 
Proportional Representation. In- 
troduced in the 1940s and 1950s, 
it was used in both New York 
City and Cincinnati but later re- 
pealed, she said, “because of ra- 
cial tensions.” Only one jurisdic- 
tion — Cambridge, Massachusetts 
— still uses it, she said; it has also 
been used in Scotland and British 
Columbia. 

Historically, Ngai said, this sys- 
tem has helped to elect minority 
candidates. In the system voters 
can cast all their votes for a single 
candidate, for example, or divided 
among any number of candidates 
up to the number of positions 
open. She offered to hold meet- 
ings with interested Greenbelters 
to explain how the system works. 


“We would certainly require an 
educational process,” councilmem- 
ber Ed Putens exclaimed. 

Councilmember Konrad Herling 
wondered how this system would 
affect minority representation. 

Why Change? 

Davis wondered why these out- 
side organizations had decided that 
Greenbelt “needs change.” Dillard 
replied that “populations change. 
We can make things better. We 
can involve more people.” 

Jeon noted that currently no 
members of minority populations 
serve on the city council. The 
local ACLU chapter, she said, 
would be willing to sponsor can- 
didate forums and to work with 
volunteers to call candidates or to 
run phone banks. 

When Davis wondered how 
the organization would be able to 
pay for phone banks, Jeon said 
that labor unions in the past have 
allowed the organization to use 
their phones. 

Concluding the formal part of 
the June 30 meeting, Davis asked, 
“What are the next steps you are 
looking for?” 

Both Jeon and Dillard respond- 
ed community forums and the 
exploration of different options. 

The meeting was then opened 
to citizen responses. Council- 
members took notes as one citizen 
after another made comments or 
suggestions. The meeting, which 
had begun at 7 p.m., adjourned at 
a few minutes after 10, when no 
further members of the audience 
desired to comment. 

The meeting was televised and 
will be offered several times over 
the Greenbelt city channel as time 
allows.

question, Jeon pointed out that 
“districts are drawn upon the 
general population because a 
representative should represent an 
equal number of people.” 

Doug Love, the next speaker, 
said that “I am glad that the city 
as a whole is working for greater 
diversity.” He, too, pointed out 
problems in the proposals. He 
claimed that to move the council 
election to even years so that they 
corresponded with national and 
state elections would diminish the 
importance of the municipal elec- 
tions altogether. He was more 
concerned with what he called 
the possible “Balkanization” of a 
Greenbelt divided into districts. 
“In Greenbelt we have deep- 
pocketed developers who could 
rent an apartment in Springhill 
Lake and run from that district 
and win all of the seats. That is 
what we are worried about.” 

Leonie Penney, an immigrant 
from Holland, who came to 
Greenbelt 51 years ago, stressed 
that Greenbelt “is unique.” 
Greenbelt, she said, “is special. I 
have the feeling you people have 
seen Greenbelt from the mind. I 
am a statistician, a numbers per- 
son but Greenbelt comes from the 
heart.” Penney reported that she 
had the impression from what she 
read in the ACLU letter that “you 
think our council are power-hun- 
ery racial discriminists. This is 
not the case. I don’t know why 
anyone 1s crazy enough to run for 
council.” She asked, ““Where are 
all of these dissatisfied voters?” 

After Penney’s comments, Dil- 
lard of the NAACP left the meet- 
ing to attend a press conference 
concerning the murder the day 
before of Ronnie L. White while 
in custody in Prince George’s 
County. 

Bill Orleans thanked the rep- 
resentatives of all three organi- 
zations for provoking “the most 
interesting discussion in Greenbelt 
so far this year.” 

Joan Falcao expressed sup- 
port for Fair Vote’s proposals for 
Choice Voting but said she was 
against districts because they 
would “discriminate against geo- 
eraphically-distributed minori- 
ties.” 

Falcao’s comments exempli- 
fied the high-level of discussion 
surrounding the various voting 
systems that are accepted as alter- 
natives to the present system. 

Falcao asked for specific evi- 
dence from Jeon that the at-large 
structure can systematically ex- 
clude minorities, citing Thornburg 
v. Gingles. Jeon acknowledged 
that her letter had been “poorly 
worded” but insisted, while there 
was no evidence of white Green- 
belters voting as a racial block, 
that “minority candidates have 
been discouraged.” Falcao ac- 
knowledged “it is hard to beat an 
incumbent,” and referred, as did 
many, especially to the popularity 
of Mayor Davis. 

A number of speakers had ei- 
ther served on, run for or worked 
on someone else’s campaign for 
the city council and all acknowl- 
edged that they at some time or 
another had become discouraged. 
Terry Burchick told the audi- 
ence that his father had run for 
council. Though his father lost, 
Burchick did not think it was the 
result of a broken system. 

Tom Jones, said “as a treasurer 
for a challenger, we tried to un- 
seat anyone on the council. But 
with districts, we would have had 
to go against a specific person.” 
He pointed out that in the 2007 


election there were only seven 
candidates for five seats. If the 
city switched to districts, he said, 
we would need a 150 percent 
increase in candidates in order to 
ensure that voters did not end up 
with fewer choices. 

Sylvia Lewis, a former candi- 
date for council, backed up her 
former treasurer saying that the 
problem of candidate participation 
“has not been addressed. People 
have to run to get elected.” 

Keith Chernikov, another for- 
mer candidate, said that the “key 
to elections in Greenbelt is shoe 
leather.” He further pointed out 
that “if we go to districts, I lose 
80 percent representation. Here 
all five of them are account- 
able to me.” Chernikov also 
pointed out that losing an election 
shouldn’t discourage a candidate, 
pointing out that Councilmember 
Herling did not win the first time. 
Herling held up his hand and 
said, “It took four times.” 

Bob Zugby began by saying, 
“T was one of those who was 
defeated the first time I ran, the 
second time I ran and the third 
time I ran.” He said that “we 
need to face the fact that Green- 
belt has changed and we have 
problems I didn’t have to face 
when I came here over 30 years 
ago.” Zugby declared Greenbelt 
“colorblind” and identified the 
difference between renters and 
owners as the real problem be- 
cause renters do not identify with 
their municipality because they 
do not pay taxes directly. He 
also expressed the importance of 
council in representing the “city 
as a whole without division” 
while it must “bring in represen- 
tations from neighborhoods based 
on their population.” He pro- 
posed a “two-tiered” system with 
some councilmembers elected at 
large and others by district. 

Alan Turnbull, a former coun- 
cilmember, was in favor of elec- 
tion reform when he served on 
the council. “Now that interest 
has bloomed,” he said. “A dark 
cloud is over this issue,’ because 
of the manner in which it was 
raised. He argued that “reform 
stimulates the democratic pro- 
cess” but was against the district 
system because it relied on an 
“arbitrary definition of commu- 
nity based simply on where you 
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hang your hat.” Turnbull ended 
his remarks by asking the ACLU 
and the NAACP for technical as- 
sistance and moral support. 

Evelyn Lewis, one of four 
African Americans to speak, said 
that “when I look at a city coun- 
cil that isn’t diverse, it tells me 
that it doesn’t represent the city. 
It is very important that all peo- 
ple are represented.” 

Jose Riggins, who also identi- 
fied himself as a minority and 
a family services coordinator 
with an office at Springhill Lake, 
acknowledged that there was a 
“disconnect with the apartment 
complex at Springhill Lake” but 
added that this was not a result 
of the election system. “Please 
keep your structure but awareness 
is needed.” 

Clement Lao, an immigrant 
from Hong Kong, said “as a mi- 
nority of a minority, I would like 
to comment on the racial quota 
system the NAACP and ACLU 
are proposing.” Lao said this 
system “is against the spirit of 
a free election [because] I can’t 
freely choose candidates I think 
are best for the community.” 

A number of residents lament- 
ed the “disconnect” of Springhill 
Lake and focused on community 
involvement. John Henry Jones 
asked, “How can we get our 
fellow citizens to be more pro- 
ductive within the structures that 
have been designed?” 

The various age groups of the 
city were well represented. Matt 
Amberg announced that he had 
just donated $90 to the ACLU 
in honor of his 90th birthday 
but wondered why the ACLU is 
focused on Greenbelt, given the 
important issues in the literature 
they send him. Barbara Dickey- 
Davis read a statement from her 
nine-year-old daughter present- 
ing the issue “from the eyes of 
a child.” 

Most speakers lived in Center 
City, though several speakers 
came from other parts of the city 
and while several others related 
peripatetic histories in Greenbelt 
that brought them into a variety 
of places. 

The meeting ended after 10 
p.m. with the promise of further 
forums in other locations that 
may enable the attendance of dif- 
ferent groups of people.
